Financial Responsibility Law 
To Péotect All Motorists 


A ‘Yong needed provision will become a California law 
July 1 when motorists will be required to show financial 
responsibility in automobile accidents. 

Persons, therefore, who drive automobiles must be able 
to assume their fair share of damages in case of acci- 
dents. At present some of the automobiles are insured and 
some are not. In effect the new law means that every 
motorist must have a required amount of insurance. Every 
motorist must also report an accident within 10 days to the 
state department of motor vehicles. Failure to do so will 
mean suspension of driver's license. : -
